ORNITHOLOGY is a fcience which treats of Birds ; 
defcribes their foi'm) external and internal $ and 
teaches their oeconomy and their ufes. 

A Bird is an animal covered with feathera } furniih'* 
ed with a bill; having two wings, and only two legs ; 
with the faculty, except in very few inftances, of re- 
moving itfelf froln place to place through the air.

A Bird may be divided into Head, Body, and

This is 
particularly apparent in aquatic birds, and rematkably ,

feathers of the Paradise are unconne£ied> and the 
laminae diftant, looking like herring-bone* Thofe 
of the tail of the Ostrich, and head of a fpecies of 
CuRAsso, curled. Thofe of the Cassowary conii£k 
of two fhafts, ariiing from a common ftem at th^ 
l)ottcm. As do, at the approach of winter, (after 
moulting), thofe of the Ptarmig.ans of Jriiic coun- 
tries. The feathers of the Fimguins, particularly 
thofe of the wings, confifting chiefly of thin iat fliafts, 
and more refemblc fcales than feathers j thofe of the

FLIGHT. 

The flight of birds is various ; for, had all the fame^ 
none ^ould elude that of rapacious birds. Thofe which 

;jre much on wing, or flit from place to place, often owe 
their prefervation to that Qaufe : Thofe in the water to 
diving. 

Kites, and many of the Falcom tribe, glide 
fpoqothly through the air^ with fcarce any apparent 
motion of the wings.

Moft birds are monogamoiu,^ pair, in fpring Bx* 
iiig on a mate, and keeping conftant, till the cares of 
ineubation and educating the young, brood is paft. 
' This is the cafe, as liar as we know, with all the 1Mb 
of the firft, fecond, fourth, and fifth orders. 

Birds that lofe their mates early afiociate with others, 
And birds that lofe their firft eggs will pair and lay again. 
The male as well as female of fcferal join altematiely

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in the trouble of incubation, and always in that of nu- 
trition ; when the young are hatched, both are bufied 
in looking out for, and {iringing food to the neftlings ; 
and, at that period, the mates of the melodious tribes, 
who, before, were perched on fome fprig, and'by their 
'vrarhling alleviated the care of the females confined tq 
the neft^ now join in the common diity. 

Of the Gallinaceous tribe, the greatefl part are 
polygamous, at lead in a tame ilate ; the Pheasant^ 
many of the' Grqus, the Partridges, and Bv«. 
STARDS arc monogamous; of the Grous, the Cock of 
the wood, and the Black Game afiemble the females 
during]the feafon of love> by their cries:

The males of polygamous birds negledl their young, 
and, in fome cafe8,would deibroy them, if they met with 
them. The oeconomy of the Strothious order, in 
this refpe^t, is obfcure. It is probable that the three fpe- 
ciesinthe genus Ostrich are {lolygamous, like the 
common poultry, for they lay many eggs ; the DoDois 
^sud to lay but one. * 

All waders o^ doven-footed fowl are monogamous \ 
and all with pinnated feet, as far as I know, are aUb 
monogamous, except the Ruffs.

N I D I F I C A T I O N. 

The neft of a bird is one of thofe daily miracles that 
from its fiamiliarity is pafled over without regard. We 
flare with wonder at things that rarely happen, and 
i^eglcdt the daily operations of nature that ought firft 
to excite Piur ^tdjuir^tion a|id dium oyr attention. 

Ba^h 
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Each bird, after nuptials, prepares a place fuitcd to 
Its fpecies^fbr the depoiiting its eggs and 0ieltering its 
little brood : Different genera, and different fpecies^ 
fct about the talk in maimers fuitable to their fcveral 
natures ; yet^ every individual of the fame fpeciea 
collects the very fame materials, puts them together in 
the fame form, and chufes the fame fort of fituation 
for placing this temporary habitation. The young 
bird ef the laft year, which never faw the building of 
a neft, directed by a heaven-taught fagacity, puriues 
the (ame. plan in the furu^luie of it,, and fele^s the 
fame materials as its parent did before. Birds of the 
fame fpecies, of different and remote countries, do the 
fame«^ The Swallows o£ Englandfiokdoi theremo^ 
ter parts of Germany, obferve the fame order of archi« 
tenure.

The nefts of the larger rapacious birds af« rude, iUpadoUfi 

made of flicks and bents, but often lined with fome- 
thingfoft; they generally build in high rocks, ruined 
towers, and in defolate places : Enemies to the whole 
feathered creation, they feem confcious of attacks, and 
feekfolitude.

The ncfts of the Orioles arc contrived with won- 
derful fagacity, and are hung at the end of fomc 
bough, or between the (orks of extreme branches. In 
Europe i only three birds have penfile nefts; the' com- 
mon Oriola, the Parus Pendulinus, or Hang- 
nest Titmouse, and one more*. But in the Tor- 
rid Zones, where the birds fear the fearch the gliding* 
ferpent and inquilitive monkey, the initances are very- 
frequent, a marvellous inilin^ implanted in them for 
the prefervation of their young. 

All of the Gallinaceous and Struthious orders 
lay their eggs on the ground. The Ostrich is the 
only exception, among birds, of the want of natural af-

SYSTEM* 

- Considering the many fyftems that have beien* 
offered to the public of late years *, I hope I fhall not 
.be accu&di of national partiality in giving the prefe<^ 
rence to thit compoftd by BIr Rat in 1667, and af« 
terwards publidied in 1678. It would be unfair tp 
toncesil the writer> from whom our great countryinan 
took the drigliial hint of forming diat fyftem, which 
has fince proved the foundation of all that has been 
Cpmpofed iince that period. 

It was a Frend^rUan^ Behn of ^Mans% who firft at-* 
tempted to range birds according to their natures, and 
performed great matters, confidering the unenlighten- 
ed age he lived in ; for his book was publiihed in 1555* 
His arrimgement of lapadous bi^ds is^as judicious ad

Notwithltanding the great defe^U ^haf^everj natu- 
ralift win at once fee in the arrangement of the lefler 
binls of this writer, yet he will obferve a reckitudc of 
intention in general, and a fine notion oi fyfUm^ 
lirhich was left to the following age to mature and 
bring to perfection. Accordingly, Mr Hay, and his 
illuftrious pupil thelion. Fra. WiLLuGHBY, aiTumed 
the plan, but, with great judgment, flung into their pro- 
per iladons and proper genera thofe which i§lm had 
confufedly mixed togethej:. They formed the great divi- 
iion of Terrestrial and Ac^FATIc birds; they 
made every fpecies occupy their proper place, confult* 
ing at once exterior form, and natural habit. They could 
not beaf the affe£led intervention of aquatic birds in 
the midft of terreftrial birds. They placed the laft 
by themfclves,, clear and diftindt from thofe whofc 
haunts and oeconomy werefo different. 

tTarious attempts have been made to alter this fy- 
fl:fm of our countryrnen. It is a difagreeable and in- 
vidious taik to exppfe th4 defers of other methodifts> 

who 
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irto may hzye, in many refpe(^s» great merit. I leave 

that to the peevifli malignancy of the minute critics; 
therefore ihall only acknowledge the fources from 
which I draw the materials of the prefent work^ and . 
give each their clue fliare of merit. 

Mr Ray's general plan ia fo judicious, th?t to riie 
it feems fcarce poffible to make any change in it for 
the better;' yet, notwithilanding he was in a manner 
the founder of fyftematlc Zoology, later difcoveries 
have made a few improvements on his labours. My 
candid friend Linnaeus will not take it amifs, that h 
part, negledl his example; for I permit the Land- 
FOWL to follow one another, undivided by the Wa- 
TER*FOWi,, the Grallae and Anferes of his fyftemi 
but, in my generical arrangement, I moft pnnfiually 
attend to the order he has given in his feveral divifions, 
except in thofe of his Anferes ^ ^d a few of his Gral* 
lae. For, after "the manner of' Mr Briffon^ I make a 
diftin^^ order of Water- fowl with pinnated feet, 
placing them between the Waders or Cloven- 
footed water-fowl and the web-footed. The Os- 
TRiCH, and land-birds with wings ufelcfs for flighty 
1 place as a diftind order. The Trumpeter P/o- 
fhia lAtmaei/f and the Bustards, I place at the end 
of the GallinAceovs tribe. All are land-birds. 
The firft muhiparoiis^W^c the generality of the Galli- 
HACEOVS tribe i the laft granivorous, fwiit runners, a- 
▼mders of wet-places; and both have bills fomewhat 
arched. It mua be confefled, that both have legs na- 

• kcd 
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kcd above the knees, and the laft, like the Wade,r«, 
lay but few eggs. They feem ambiguous birds that 
haye affinity with each order; and it is hoped, that 
each naturalift may be indulged the toleration of pla- 
cing them as fuits his own opinion. Before I conclude, 
let m^ not pa& over the ai&ftance received in fome of 
my definitions from Mr ScopoH, an ornithologift of Car» . 
fiiola, who, in 1768, favoured the world with a moft e- 
laborate account of the birds that . had fallefi within hi^ 
pbfeivation. Thus, I flatter myfelf, I have given e-. 
very naturalift, I am indebted to, his due.
